Early  American  Coins 

This  branch  of  numismatics  has  long 
attracted  collectors,  thouoh  at  the 
present  time  information  on  the  subject 
is  not  always  available.  Crosby's  work, 
while  still  the  most  authoritative  on  the 
subject,  has  long  been  out  of  print. 
Only  a small  percentage  of  collectors 
are  fortunate  enough  to  own  a copy. 

Readers  of  this  short  account  of  the 
coins  of  Bermuda  can  greatly  assist  the 
editors  of  the  JOURNAL  by  sending  in 
their  opinions.  If  -the  topic,  Early 
American  Coins  proves  of  sufficient  in- 
terest, we  will,  from  time  to  time,  dis- 
cuss and  illustrate  other  series. 

An  explanation  for  including  the 
Bermuda  coinage  in  this  series,  is  per- 
haps called  for.  Though  still  a British 
possession,  it  was  at  one  time  colonized 
by  early  Virginians.  Its  coinage  there- 
fore seems  to  come  within  the  scope  of 
the  early  American  series.

First  Coins  of  Edward  VIII 
To  be  Issued  in  1 937 

The  present  King  of  England  has  ap- 
proved of  the  designs  submitted  for  the 
new  coinage.  The  design  showing  the 
uncrowned  head,  which  will  be  used  on 
the  coins  that  circulate  in  England,  was 
designed  by  H.  Paget.  The  crowned 
head  which  will  be  used  on  all  the 
British  colonial  coins  has  been  designed 
by  Percy  Metcalfe. 

The  reverses  for  the  silver  coins  have 
been  designed  by  George  Kruger  Gray, 
who  designed  the  Imperial  coinage  of 
1927  and  the  silver  coinages  of  South- 
ern Rhodesia,  New  Zealand,  Mauritius 
and  the  Channel  Islands.

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Early  American  Coins 

Coinage  of  Bermuda  or  Sommer  Islands 


“THE  coinage  of  these  Islands  was  the 
* first  ever  struck  for  the  English  col- 
onies in  America.  These  islands  are 
so  far  north  of  the  Caribbean  Archi- 
pelago, that  they  constitute  more 
properly  a group  by  themselves.  Lying 
about  600  miles  east  of  Cape  Hatteras 
in  North  Carolina,  and  somewhat 
farther  north  of  the  Bahamas,  there  is 
perhaps  no  community  on  any  portion 
of  the  earth's  surface  so  isolated  and 
so  far  away  from  any  other  as  that  in- 
habiting the  Bermudas.  The  position  of 
these  Islands  gives  them  an  importance 
far  beyond  what  either  their  size  or 
their  products  would  have  obtained  for 
them,  while  the  fortifications  with 
which  they  are  covered  render  them 
one  of  England's  strong  garrison  out- 
posts. 

Bermuda  was  discovered  in  I 5 I 5 by  a 
Spaniard  named  Juan  Bermudez.  A 
number  of  hogs  were  put  ashore  but  a 
fierce  gale  suddenly  arising  prevented 
any  of  the  sailors  from  disembarking. 

In  1593,  a French  man-  of  -war  was 
wrecked  upon  them,  nearly  every  soul 
on  board  of  her  perishing.  After  six 
months  confinement  on  these  lonely 
rocks  the  few  survivors  constructed  a 
little  vessel,  by  which  they  escaped  to 
Newfoundland.  A full  description  of  the 
Islands  being  afterwards  published  in 
England  by  a man  named  May,  who  had 
been  one  of  the  party. 

Another  shipwreck  brought  another 
band  to  the  Islands.  In  1609  an  expedi- 
tion of  nine  ships  and  five  hundred  men 
under  Sir  Thomas  Gates  and  Sir  George 
Summers  had  been  sent  out  from  Eng- 
land to  assist  in  the  colonization  of 
Virginia. 

In  a hurricane  in  the  Gulf  of  Bahama, 


the  fleet  was  scattered  and  eventually 
the  ship  carrying  the  leaders  was 
wrecked  with  great  loss  of  life  on  the 
Bermudas.  After  some  eight  months 
the  shipwrecked  party  built  two  small 
vessels  by  means  of  which  they  suc- 
ceeded in  reaching  Virginia.  The  favor- 
able reports  that  these  persons  circu- 
lated about  the  soil  and  climate  of  the 
Bermudas,  led  to  a great  desire  to  col- 
onize them,  so  that  a number  of  share- 
holders detached  themselves  from  the 
Virginia  Company  and  having  obtained 
a charter  from  James  I.,  formed  them- 
selves into  that  of  the  Sommer  Islands. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  1612,  an  ex- 
pedition left  England  for  the  purpose  of 
colonizing  "the  smoothe  Bermoothes." 
In  the  letter  of  instruction  given  to 
Richard  Moore,  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed governor,  we  read  that  reason- 
able wages  were  to  be  paid,  not  ex- 
ceeding for  workmen  (skilled  labor)  and 
12  pence  for  laborers,  and  that  a coin 
suitable  for  such  payments  would  be 
sent  out  to  the  colony  by  the  next  con- 
voy. In  1614  the  Company  resigned 
the  Islands  to  the  Crown  and  received 
a new  incorporation  as  the  Governor 
and  Company  of  the  City  of  London  for 
the  plantation  of  the  Somers  Islands. 
In  this  document,  the  Company  was  dis- 
tinctly allowed  to  issue  coin  for  use  in 
the  Islands,  of  such  metal  and  in  such 
form  as  might  be  expedient.  In  1615 
the  Company  writing  to  Governor 
Tucker,  who  had  succeeded  Moore,  in- 
structed him  that  for  those  who  declined 
to  receive  the  fruits  of  their  labor  in 
shares  of  the  profits,  a certain  base 
coin  had  been  issued,  in  which  weekly 
wages  should  be  paid  and  which  should 
pass  current  for  all  purposes  throughout 
the  islands. 
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In  1616  a local  writer  thus  describes 
the  circumstances  of  the  people. 
"Besides  meat,  drink  and  clothes,  they 
had  for  a time  a certain  kind  of  brass 
money  with  a hogge  on  one  side  in 
memory  of  the  abundance  of  hogges 
that  was  found  at  their  first  landing." 

That  these  coins  were  in  circulation 
between  1616  and  ! 6 1 9 is  quite  defi- 
nitely established.  They  are  described 
as  follows: 


Shilling.  Copper.  Size  19.  Weight 
177  Grains.  Obverse:  A wild  boar 
facing  left,  above  which  are  the  Roman 
numerals  XII,  the  whole  surrounded  by  a 
beaded  circle.  Legend,  SOMMER 
ISLANDS,  both  words  separated  by  a 
mullet  of  five  points:  enclosed  by  a 
circle  similar  to  that  enclosing  the 
device.  Reverse;  a ship  under  sail  with 
a flag  on  each  mast  and  the  smoke  of 


a gun  rolling  away  over  the  bow.  The 
circle  around  it  is  composed  of  larger 
beads  than  those  upon  the  obverse. 

The  sixpence,  threepence  and  two- 
pence are  of  similar  design  and  each 
piece  is  marked  with  its  denomination 
in  Roman  numerals. 

These  coins  are  rare  and  seldom 
offered  for  sale.  From  time  to  time 
fabrications  appear  that  often  deceive 
the  unsuspecting  collector.  They  can 
usually  be  detected  by  their  modern 
appearance  but  it  is  advisable  to  have 
them  compared  to  genuine  pieces. 


It  was  not  until  1793  that  another  coin 
was  issued  for  Bermuda.  In  February 
of  that  year  King  George  III  of  England 
had  two  hundred  pounds  of  copper 
half-pennies  struck  for  the  colony.  These 
are  handsome  coins  and  are  to  be  found 
in  the  cabinets  of  many  collectors.

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New  Issues  of  Coins

HUNGARIAN  COMMEMORATIVES 


Liszt  and  Rakoczy 

THE  Hungarian  Government  has  evi- 
dently fallen  in  line  with  Austria  by 
issuing  a series  of  commemorative  coins. 
In  1930  there  was  struck  a 5 Pengo 
piece  on  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Ad- 
miral Horthy  as  Dictator  and  last  year 
a two  Pengo  piece  on  the  third  cen- 
tenary of  the  founding  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Budapest  by  Peter  Pazmany. 
This  piece  was  described  in  the 
JOURNAL  for  January. 

The  two  pieces  recently  issued  are 
for  Franz  Liszt  on  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  his  death  and  Franz  Rakoczy  II  on 
the  second  centenary  of  his  death.  A 
description  of  the  first  piece  is  as 
follows: 


Head  of  Liszt  to  right,  around  LISZT. 
FERENC.  A.  NAGY.  MAGYAR.  ZENE- 
K0LTO.  EMLEKERE*  1 8 I 1-1886*  (In 
memory  of  the  great  Hungarian  musical 
poet  Franz  Liszt)  below  bust  in  small 
letters  BERAN.L. 

The  reverse  bears  the  Hungarian 
arms  crowned  in  oak  and  laurel  wreath, 
at  sides  19-36,  below  BP,  above 
MAGYAR  KIRALYSAG  (Hungarian 
Kingdom),  below  2 PENGO.  Edge  en- 
grailed. 

The  Rakoczy  piece  shows  a bust  of 
the  patriot  facing  right  in  armor  and 
with  a cloak  thrown  over  the  shoulders: 
around  II.RAKOcZI — FERENC.  1676— 
1735.  This  is  also  the  work  of  Beran. 


The  reverse  shows  the  crowned  Hun- 
garian arms  suspended  from  which  is  a 
floral  garland,  below  date  19-35.  The 
inscription  is  the  same  as  on  the  Liszt 
piece  as  is  the  edges. 

New  Lebanon  Nickel 

A new  nic  kel  half  piastre  coin  has 
just  appeared.  It  is  similar  in  all  re- 
spects to  an  earlier  nickel  piece  issued 
by  its  sister  state  Syria  several  years 
before,  but  in  the  name  of  the  Bank  of 
Syria.  Like  all  Lebanon  and  Syrian 


pieces  it  is  bi-lingual.  One  side  has 
within  a wreath  of  palm  leaves  I/2 
PIASTRE,  at  top  REPUBLIQUE  LIBA- 
NAISE,  at  bottom  the  date.  The  other 
side  has  within  an  ornamental  circular 
band  the  value  in  Arabic,  and  at  the 
top  in  Arabic  REPUBLIC  LIBANAISE, 
below  the  Christian  date  in  Turkish 
numerals  between  ears  of  grain. 

The  first  coins  issued  bore  the  pre- 
vious name  of  the  region,  ETAT  DU 
GRAND  LIBAN,  which  had  been  used 
since  the  French  had  been  granted  the 
mandate  over  Syria  and  Lebanon  in 
1922,  and  although  the  State  became 
a Republic  May  23,  1936,  any  coin  of

Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes 

By  ROBERT  H.  LLOYD 


\A  / E would  be  amiss  in  our  discus- 
* ” sions  of  National  Currency  if  we 
did  not  review  briefly  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  Notes  whose  fleeting  appear- 
ance in  1933  gave  the  note  collectors 
forty-nine  new  varieties.  The  details  of 
the  issue  were  cited  in  the  chart  on 
pages  120-121  of  the  September  COIN 
COLLECTOR'S  JOURNAL. 

The  conditions  governing  their  issue 
under  the  Act  of  March  9th,  1933  en- 
abled the  banks  to  use  various  types  of 
bonds  other  than  U.  S.  Government 
Bonds  alone.  Hence  the  words  "or  by 
like  deposit  of  other  securities"  were 
added  at  the  top  of  the  notes.  (See 
remarks  on  chart).  Federal  Reserve  Dis- 
trict Letters  were  imprinted  on  the  notes 
in  heavy  black  ink  in  each  quarter.  The 
names  of  President  and  Cashier  were 
obscured  by  bars,  since  they  were  in- 
tended for  use  only  on  the  National 
Bank  Notes.  The  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
Notes  used  the  words  Governor  and 
Deputy-Governor  in  most  cases.  In  one 
or  two  cases  a cashier  signed,  in  which 
case  the  word  "cashier"  was  not  barred 
out,  but  only  the  word  "president"  with 
"Governer"  substituted. 


Prefix  letters  of  the  serial  numbers  are 
the  same  as  for  the  Federal  Reserve 
Notes,  namely  a letter  corresponding  to 
the  district  letter  of  the  particular  bank 
— A for  Boston,  E for  Richmond,  J for 
Kansas  City,  etc. 

The  bulk  of  the  notes  were  printed  in 
March  and  April  1933.  Herewith  are 
the  dates  of  the  last  deliveries  of  notes 
to  the  Federal  Reserve  Vault: —

Thus  for  all  ordinary  purposes  we  may 
consider  the  Series  of  1929  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  Notes  as  being  obsolete  at 
the  close  of  the  year  1934.  Late  in  the 
year  the  fives  and  tens  were  rapidly  dis- 
appearing from  circulation.  Today  only 
the  large  denominations  are  seen  to  any 
extent. 

Herewith  we  publish  a table  furnished 
thru  the  courtesy  of  the  Bureau  of  En- 
graving and  Printing  showing  the  num- 
ber of  each  denomination  of  notes  de- 
livered to  the  Federal  Reserve  Vault: —

From  the  above  tables  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  is  a wide  variation  in  the 
quantity  of  notes  for  different  banks. 
While  it  would  seem  simple  to  arrange 
a table  of  rarity  from  the  above  figures 
we  must  remember  that  these  figures 
represent  the  amounts  printed,  not 
necessarily  the  amount  issued  to  the 
public.  Hence  it  is  only  a rough  guide 
to  the  scarcity  of  any  one  note. 

According  to  figures  compiled  as  of 
October  31st,  1935,  the  majority  of  all 
these  notes  were  retired  from  use.  The 
figures  in  Table  II  are  important  in  that 
they  show  that  less  than  half  of  the 
notes  printed  ever  reached  circula- 
tion. 


The  only  deduction  for  collectors  is 
that,  given  a year  in  which  to  obtain 
new  specimens,  and  the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  collectors  would  have  ob- 
tained the  commoner  specimens,  the 
notes  of  the  smaller  printings  should 
tend  to  be  very  scarce  indeed.  Judg- 
ing from  the  record  of  the  auction 
catalogues  the  quantity  in  hands  of  the 
collecting  fraternity  is  none  too  large. 

Until  such  time  as  more  definite  fig- 
ures are  ready,  which  will  give  the  exact 
story  for  each  bank's  issues  the  above 
figures  are  offered  to  guide  numismat- 
ists in  their  studies.

New  Half  Centime  For 
Indo  China 

The  French  have  recently  issued  for 
their  Asiatic  Colony  of  Indo  China  a 
new  denomination,  a half  centime  piece 
in  copper.  The  obverse  is  identical  with 


the  current  10  centime  piece  in  nickel 
for  France.  To  left  and  right  of  a 
central  hole  R-F,  above  Liberty  cap, 
around  an  oak  leaf.

The  second  English  colony  in  America 
was  the  direct  result  of  religious  dissen- 
sion in  England.  During  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  there  grew  up  within  the 
established  Church  of  England  a body 
of  so-called  Puritans,  who  felt  that  the 
reformation  had  not  gone  far  enough. 
James  I.  had  but  little  tolerance  for 
this  group  and  soon  after  coming  to 
the  throne  in  1603,  he’declared,  "I  shall 
make  them  conforme  themselves,  or  I 
will  harrie  them  out  of  the  land,  or  else 
do  worse." 

He  was  as  good  as  his  word  and 
many  of  the  Puritans  took  refuge  in 
Holland.  Under  the  leadership  of  their 
pastor  Rev.  John  Robertson,  about  two 
hundred  of  the  Puritans  (by  this  time 
often  called  Pilgrims)  made  up  their 
minds  to  seek  a place  of  settlement  in 


America.  They  borrowed  money  from 
friends  in  England  and  bought  from  the 
London  Company  a patent  for  lands  to 
be  located  somewhere  within  the  gen- 
eral bounds  of  the  second  charter  of 
that  company. 

The  journey  to  the  new  world  was 
long  and  tedious.  In  July,  1620,  a part 
of  the  congregation  in  Holland  set  sail 
from  Delfshaven  to  Southampton. 

Two  vessels  were  outfitted,  the  "May- 
flower" and  the  "Speedwell."  The  lat- 
ter proved  unseaworthy  and  on  Septem- 
ber 6th,  1620,  the  Mayflower  sailed 
alone  from  Plymouth,  England  with 
about  100  passengers. 

The  original  plan  to  settle  within  the 
territory  of  the  London  Company  was 
frustrated  as  they  were  driven  off  their 
course  by  the  inclemency  of  the  weather. 
After  nearly  three  months  of  stormy 
voyage  they  found  themselves  hundreds 
of  miles  east  of  their  desired  harbor, 
just  off  Cape  Cod,  which  was  part  of 
the  territory  of  the  old  Plymouth  Com- 
pany, and  in  a region  already  named 
New  England.  After  exploring  the  coast 
the  Pilgrims  decided  to  settle  on  the 
bay  known  as  Plymouth  Harbor  and 
landeo  December  21st,  1620.  The  sea- 
son was  cruelly  hard,  and  during  the  first 
winter  half  the  number  died  from  cold, 
poor  food,  and  other  hardships. 

The  courage,  patience  and  confidence 
of  the  Pilgrims  were  put  to  a severe  test. 
Their  pluck  was  decisive,  and  the  next 
season  others  came  out.  The  colony 
prospered. 

In  1621  the  colonists  secured  a pateni 
for  their  land  and  in  twelve  years  paid 
their  debt  due  to  England,  out  of  their 
fishery  and  Indian  trading  business 
Under  the  wise  administration  oT 
William  Bradford,  governor  for  thirty 
years,  they  set  up  the  first  town  meet- 
ings in  America,  and  in  1639  organized 
a representative  assembly.  When  William 
ill  of  England  reorganized  the  colony  in 
1691  the  Plymouth  colony  was  annexed 
by  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 
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Roman  Coinage  of  the  Year  238  A.D.

WITHIN  the  space  of  a few  months, 
from  March  to  July,  238  A.D.,  the 
Roman  Empire  was  ruled  by  six  em- 
perors. It  is  natural  that  such  a rapid 
succession  of  despots  should  arouse  the 
interest  of  the  numismatist,  for  a time 
of  unusual  stress  is  usually  reflected  in 
the  coinage.  At  no  other  time  in  the 
history  of  the  world  has  a nation  had 
as  many  kings  within  so  short  a period. 
The  collector  is  fortunate  that  coins  of 
these  despots  are  readily  obtainable, 
and  afford  an  interesting  portrait  gal- 
lery of  the  principal  figures  in  the 
bloody  civil  wars  with  which  Rome  was 
at  that  time  afflicted. 

In  March  of  the  year  235  A.D.  the 
Roman  army  encamped  on  the  banks  of 
the  Rhine,  murdered  Alexander  Severus, 
their  emperor,  and  raised  Maximin, 
their  own  general,  to  imperial  dignity. 
In  the  three  years  that  Maximin  ruled 
the  Roman  world  he  acquired  for  him- 
self the  reproach  of  the  world  as  the 
most  barbaric  and  bloodthirsty  man  to 
have  ever  ruled  a civilized  state.  Maxi- 
min the  Giant  he  was  frequently  called 
for  in  stature  he  was  said  to  be  eight 
feet  tall.  But  his  figure  was  not  ungrace- 
ful because  he  was  muscular  and  well 
proportioned.  It  is  related  that  his  fin- 
gers were  at  least  equal  in  circumfer- 
ence to  a woman's  wrist,  and  that  he 
wore  his  wife's  bracelet  as  a finger  ring! 
Th  is  Roman  Goliath,  though  born  with- 
in the  borders  of  the  empire  was  of 
barbarian  stock  and  obscure  origin,  and 
owed  his  advancement  in  the  army  to 
his  remarkable  physical  prowess  and  en- 
durance, as  well  as  to  his  military  ac- 
complishments. But  Maximin,  instead  of 
being  grateful  to  the  sovereign  to 
whom  he  owed  his  high  position  in  the 
empire,  was  unsatisfied,  and  himself 
aspired  to  occupy  his  benefactor's 
throne.  Whether  he  actually  took  part 
in  the  conspiracy  which  murdered  Alex- 
ander is  not  known,  but  he  certainly 
profited  by  it. 


Gibbon  in  his  'Decline  and  Fall  of 
the  Roman  Empire"  explains  that  the 
cruelty  of  Maximin  "was  derived  from 
. . . the  fear  of  contempt.  . . . He  was 
conscious  that  his  mean  and  barbarian 
origin,  his  savage  appearance,  his  total 
ignorance  of  the  arts  and  institutions  of 
civil  life,  formed  a very  unfavorable 
contrast  with  the  amiable  manners  of 
the  unhappy  Alexander.  He  remem- 
bered that,  in  his  humbler  fortune,  he 
had  often  waited  before  the  door  of 
the  haughty  nobles  of  Rome,  and  had 
been  denied  admittance  by  the  in- 
solence of  their  slaves.  He  recollected 
too  the  friendship  of  a few  who  had  re- 
lieved his  poverty,  and  assisted  his 
rising  hopes.  But  those  who  had 
spurned,  and  those  who  had  protected 
Maximin,  were  guilty  of  the  same  crime, 
the  knowledge  of  his  original  obscurity. 
For  this  crime  many  were  put  to  death; 
and  by  the  execution  of  several  of  his 
benefactors,  Maximin  published,  in  char- 
acters of  blood,  the  indelible  history  of 
his  baseness  and  ingratitude." 

With  sanguinary  cruelty  he  magnified 
the  most  groundless  suspicion  into  a con- 
spiracy against  his  life.  According  to 
Maximin's  standard  confiscation  of 
property,  exile  and  simple  death  were 
but  mild  and  merciful  punishments.  Dur- 
ing the  three  years  of  his  reign  many 
thousands  of  persons,  including  the 
most  cultured  and  virtuous  men  of  the 
day,  were  put  to  death;  some  for  no 
reason  other  than  the  monster's  inclina- 
tion; most  of  them  without  a trial  or 
hearing,  or  even  the  opportunity  to  ask 
for  mercy  in  paying  the  penalty  for 
crimes  which  were  never  committed  out- 
side of  Maximin's  imagination. 

The  public  at  large  paid  little  atten- 
tion to  the  cruelty  dealt  the  upper 
classes.  Maximin  lavished  the  entire  na- 
tional wealth  in  support  of  the  army, 
but  when  he  at  last  plundered  the  nu- 
merous local  treasuries  from  which  corn 
for  the  poor  and  for  the  local  games 
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and  entertainments  were  paid,  the  peo- 
ple arose  and  loudly  demanded  that 
they  be  rid  of  the  tyrant. 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  at  this 
point  that  an  interesting  coin  of  Maxi- 
min  is  extant  bearing  the  reverse  in- 


scription "PAX  AUGUSTI"  which  refers 
to  the  peaceful  disposition  of  the  em- 
peror. It  is  likely  that  this  is  a satirical 
piece  for  Maximin's  nature  was  opposed 
to  anything  peaceful.  It  is  reasonable 
to  believe  the  inscription  to  be  an  indig- 
nant jibe  at  the  savage  emperor,  the 
mint-master  taking  refuge  that  the 
sovereign's  primitive  conceit  v/ould 
sooner  accept  the  flattery  as  a compli- 
ment rather  than  suspect  it  as  an  insult. 
Satirical  inscriptions  are  not  unknown  in 
Roman  coinage  for  during  the  reign  of 
Gallienus  the  mint  struck  the  famous 
"UBIQUE  PAX"  reverse  proclaiming  uni- 
versal peace,  while  as  a matter  of  fact 
the  empire  was  crumbling  under  the 
pressure  of  barbarians  and  Gaul  had 
already  revolted  and  set  up  a separate 
kingdom. 

The  standard  of  revolt  against  the 
bloody  tyranny  of  N/laximin  was  first 
raised  in  Africa  where  the  governor  was 
murdered  for  emulating  the  cruelty  of 
his  master.  The  leaders  of  the  revolt 
offered  the  emperorship  to  Gordian 
(Gordianus  Africanus  I)  who  was,  per- 
haps, the  richest  Roman  of  his  time,  and 


whose  family  was  one  of  the  most  illus- 
trious of  the  Senate.  He  was  a man  of 
exemplary  character  and  commendable 
civil  accomplishments.  He  was  80  years 
old  at  the  time  and  asked  to  be  relieved 
from  fhe  dangerous  honor.  Acceptance, 


however,  was  his  only  protection 
against  the  wrath  of  Maximin,  for  to  be 
merely  considered  by  the  rebels  as 
Maximin's  successor  meant  certain  pro- 
scription. Gordian's  son,  Gordianus 
Africanus  II,  was  likewise  declared  em- 
peror to  serve  as  a colleague  with  his 
aged  father.  A delegation  was  sent  to 
Rome  to  obtain  iegal  sanction  for  the 
revolt,  to  confirm  the  elevation  of  the 
Gordians  and  to  declare  Maximin  an 
outlaw.  The  Senate  met  in  solemn  ses- 
sion and  gave  their  consent  to  the  up- 
rising, declared  the  Gordians,  father 
and  son,  the  lawful  ruler s of  the  empire 
and  Maximin  a public  enemy.  Maxi- 
min's statues  were  torn  down,  and  the 
population  clamored  for  his  death.  It 
is  likely  that  his  coinage  from  the  Roman 
mint  ceased  at  this  point,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  the  issues  of  the  two 
Gordians. 

In  the  meantime,  and  before  news  of 
their  confirmation  by  the  Senate  reached 
Africa,  a battle  was  fought  between  the 
poorly  trained  and  ill  equipped  forces 
of  the  Gordians  and  the  governor  of 
Mauritania  who  remained  loyal  to  Maxi- 
min. In  the  carnage  of  the  unequal  con- 
test both  Gordians  were  killed,  after  a 
brief  reign  of  approximately  six  weeks. 

When  the  Senate  heard  of  this  dis- 
aster, they  met  in  the  Temple  of  Con- 
cord and  elected  Balbinus  and  Pupienus 
as  emperors  to  replace  the  departed 
Gordians.  Their  purpose  in  selecting 
two  colleagues  to  the  state's  highest 
office  was  that  one  was  to  remain  at 
Rome  to  direct  the  civil  administration 
of  the  government,  while  the  other  was 
to  lead  the  army  in  the  coming  engage- 
ment with  Maximin,  who  had  already 
started  his  march  to  Rome  to  punish  the 
rebellious  Senate. 

When  the  names  of  Balbinus  and 
Pupienus  were  placed  oefore  the  peo- 
ple, however,  the  Roman  mob  threat- 
ened violence  unless  some  member  of 
the  Gordian  family  was  selected  to  show 
the  gratitude  of  the  Roman  people 
toward  the  two  virtuous  but  now  extinct 
princes  of  that  line.  A compromise  was 
reached  whereby  Balbinus  and  Pupienus 
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were  confirmed,  and  another  Gordian, 
a boy  of  13  was  invested  with  the  title 
of  Caesar. 

As  Maximin  advanced  toward  Rome, 
the  various  cities  of  Italy  prepared  for 
resistance  and  to  be  seiged.  At  Aquilea 
he  met  stout  opposition.  His  fierce 
temper,  however,  prompted  some  of  his 
officers  to  fear  for  the  safety  of  their 
own  kin  encamped  near  Rome,  and  a 
conspiracy  was  organized  to  put  an  end 
to  the  career  of  the  savage  who  ruled 
the  Roman  world.  The  conspirators  were 
successful  and  the  cruel  and  wanton  mur- 
derer was  assassinated  by  his  own  offi- 


cers. His  son,  Maximus,  also  perished 
with  him. 

The  country  was  jubilant  over  the 
death  of  the  tyrant,  but  Rome's  troubles 
were  not  yet  at  an  end. 

The  idea  of  dual  emperors  was  not 
working  out  very  well.  Between  them 
there  was  jealousy,  mistrust  and  mutual 
despite.  The  discord  brought  them  pub- 
lic contempt,  and  on  July  15th,  238 
A.D.,  a number  of  assassins  entered  the 
royal  palace  and  plunged  their  swords 
into  the  quarreling  partners  in  the 
purple. 


The  title  of  Caesar  had  already 
been  conferred  on  Gordian  III.  He  was 
therefore  the  natural  person  to  fill  the 
vacant  throne  and  was  accordingly,  with 
the  consent  of  the  troops  and  Senate, 
raised  to  the  rank  of  Augustus. 

Thus  between  March  and  July  238 
A.D.,  Rome  was  ruled  by  six  emperors: 
Maximin,  Gordian  I,  Gordian  II,  Bal- 
binus,  Pupienus,  and  Gordian  III,  the 


lives  of  the  first  five  having  been  cut  off 
by  the  sword. 


The  silver  and  bronze  coins  of  Maxi- 
min are  quite  common.  His  gold  coins, 
however,  are  of  great  rarity.  Paulina, 
his  wife,  seems  to  have  died  before  he 
became  emperor  for  only  coins  of  the 
consecration  type  attesting  her  apothe- 
osis are  known. 


The  coins  of  Gordian  I and  Gordian 
II,  whose  revolt  in  Africa  the  Senate  had 
confirmed,  are  scarce,  but  those  of  the 
third  Gordian  are  very  common.  Roman 
coins  with  the  portrait  of  Tranquillina, 
the  wife  of  Gordian  III  are  very  rare, 
but  are  common  in  the  series  of  the 
Egyptian  city  of  Alexandria. 


The  issues  of  Balbinus  and  Pupienus 
are  easily  obtainable,  and  are  an  in- 
teresting pair  for  these  two  men  were 
the  first  joint  emperors  to  have  actually 
weilded  the  power  of  the  Roman  gov- 
ernment, thus  initiating  a plan  of  em- 
pire which  was  to  bring  much  chaos  and 
bloodshed  to  Rome  in  future  years. 

These  coins  are  excellent  examples  of 
the  pleasure  and  profit  which  may  be 
derived  from  numismatics.  Truth  is 
sometimes  more  exciting  than  fiction, 
and  while  reaping  the  benefits  of  cul- 
tural knowledge,  the  collector,  with  the 
aid  of  his  coins,  may  enjoy,  and  view 
more  vividly  the  march  of  time  before 
his  own  eyes.
